5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by US Patent No. 
3,918,238 to lozzio. 

6. lozzio discloses the claimed invention including an easy fit disposable* jacket made for 
pets, see the Title and Fig. 1, for example. Regarding the limitation "disposable", it is inherent in 
any jacket (made for pets or otherwise) to be capable of being disposed (such as, thrown away, 
for example).
